A GENERAL RESPONSE 

When the meeting gathered in Tod's 
parlors on Thursday night the pro- 
visional executive, Messra. J.D. 
Storie, chairman; W,H,N. Sin- 
clair, secretary, and J. P. Owens, 
treasurer, Were in attendance and 
erested these gentlemen who bad 
come to show their sympathy with 
the object: Nev.

British Admiralty” Preferred Direct 


Contribution but Canada Sub- 
mits Other Schemes 


DETAILS Of THE CONFERENCE 


Ottawa, Noy. 17.—Al the docu- 
ments relating to the conference on 
the subjects of naval and military de 
fence of ths Kmpire, held at London 
last August, between the ropresenta 
tives of the sél-governing dominions 
aud the Imperial authorities, were 
presented to the House of Commons 
to-day in bluebook form. Whey are 
iuterestitig, particularly because they 
show the difference between che plan 
of naval defence originally proposed 
by the British Admiralty and that 
recently reported to have been adopt- 
ed by the Canudian Government, Vhe 
Admiraity, inthe memorandum sign- 
ed by the Right Hon) R. K. McKen- 
nu, First Lord of the Admiralt 
frankly expressed its preference for 6 
system of direct contributions to- 
Ward the maintenance of the Im- 
perial navy from the sell-governing 


peeememe wopniniono, of Creat Britain, st recog 
~ nized, however, that tht special cir- 


cumstances prevailing in some of the 
dominions might lead them to prefer 
to lay the foundations of a oayy of 
thein own. It adds, ‘It has been 
recognized by the colonial Govern- 
ments that in time of war the local 
ayy farces should come under the 
general directions of the Admiralty,” 
a Statement, somewhat at variance 
with that of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, that 
the Canadian navy ‘will go to no 
War unless the Parliament of Canada 
chooses to send it there.”” 
ADMIRALTY MEMORANDUM 

The Admiralty memorandum pre 
sented to the meeting of the delegates 
from gil the dominions in the For- 
tign Oifics says: “If the problem of 
Imperial naval defence were consider- 
ed merely a8 a problem of aval 
strategy, it would be found that the 
greatest output of strength for a 
given expenditure {s obtained by the 
maintenance @ single nayy with 
the concomitant unity of training and 
unity of command. Im furtherance, 
then of the simple strategical ideal, 
the maximum of power would be 
gained if all parts of the Empire 
contributed, according to thein needs 
and resources, to the maintenance of 
the British navy. 

“Tt has, however, long been recog. 
nized that in defining the conditions 
undér which the naval forces of the 
Bmpire should be developed, other 
considerations than those of strategy 
aiche must be taken into account. 
‘Phe various circumstances of the over- 
Beas dominions ust be borne in 
‘sind. Though all) haye in them the 

ds of a great advance in popula- 


© tion, wealth and power, they have at 


the present time attained to different 
stages in thein development. ‘Their 
history and pliysical environment 
baye given rise to individual nation- 
al sentiment, for the expression of 
Which room must be found.” 

The document goes on to say that 
one dominion may wish to mape a 
direct contribution to thenayy, an- 
other might prefer to lay the founda- 
tions for a locilnavy, while a third 
might he willing to undertake other 
Services not directly of a naval char- 
acter. . 

A DISTINCT FLEET UNIT. 

Tn the opinion of the Admiralty, a 
Dominion Goyernment desirous of 
creating @ navy should aim gt form- 
ing a distinct fect unit, manageable 
in times of peace and capable of 
Deing tsed in its component parts 
in time of war. Local flotillus of tor- 
pedo craft and submarines might be 
of assistance in time of war, but 
conld not co-operate on the high 
seus in the protection of trade or in 
repelling) attacks from hostile crul- 
sera. ‘The fleet to be aimed at should 
consist of one armored cruiser of the 
new Indomitable class (of the Dread- 
nought type), threa nnarmored erul- 
sere of the Bristol type, six destroy- 
ers and three submarines. Simply to 
man such a fleet Would require 
minimum of 2,800 officers and men ; 
to build and arm it would cost ap- 
Proximately £3,700,000, and to main- 
tain it, including cost of upkeep of 
vessels, pay and interest and sinking 
fund, would enteil an expenditure of 
£600,000 4 year. In addition, per- 
Fons In the subsidiary service and in 
Teserve wollld have to be pad. 

ARMORED GRUISHR FIRST 

‘The Admiralty says that the ar- 
mored Grufser should be the firab 
Vessel to be built. She should be of 
ficered snd manned as far as possi- 
le by colonial forces, supplemented 
by Imperial officers and men who 
might yolunteen for the ‘service. 
While on station the vessel should 
be under the control of the Domin- 
fon Government, but her crew would 
bs governed by regulations similar to 
those of the British navy 

Tt would be necessary for the Do- 
Minion Government to consider the 
evelopment of local shipbuilding 
and repsiring establishments, to 
found training schools, and to make 
Brrangements for the manufacture 
of stores for the fleet. In regard to 
armaments and warlike storés end in 
training and discipline there should 
be uniformity throughout the Hm- 
pire, “Without this," says the mem- 


orandum, "At would be impossible to 
arrange for that mutual co-operation 
that would indispensible in 
war; the local navy forces should be 
ection with the Royal 
navy. It has been recognized by the 
colonial Governments that in time of 
war the local navy forres should 
come under the general directions of 
the Admiralty.’’ 

CANADA'S PART IN DEFENOB 

A conference on the part to 
taken by Canada in the 
scheme was presided over by Right 
Hon. R McKenna, and the Do- 
minion was represented by Sir Fred- 
erick Borden, Hon. L. P. Brodeur, 
Major-General Sir Percy Lake 
Rear-Admiral G. B, Kingsmill, The 
precis of the discussion “Tt 
Was recognized that Canada's double 
aboard rendered the provision of 
the fleet unit suggested by the Ad- 
miralty unsuitable for the present.”? 

It continues: ‘It was represented 
on the part of the Admiralty that it 
Would be difficult to make any sug 
gestions, or to formulate any plans, 
without Knowing approximately the 
sum of money which Canada would 
Spend. The Canadian representn- 
tives then suggested that two plans 
might be presented : One incurring an 
annual expenditure of £400,000, and 
the other an expenditure of £600,000, 
omitting in both cases the cost of the 
present fishery service and hydno- 
graphic surveys, put including the 
maintenance of Halifax and  Bsqui- 
malt dockyards, and the wireless 
telegraph service, estimated at some 
£50,000 a year. 

Taking, first, the plan for the 
penditure of £600,000, after discussion 
the Admiralty suggested that the 
Canadian Government might provide 
4 foree comprising four of 
improved Bristol’ class, one 
er of the “Boadicen’ class, and 
destroyers of improved river class. 
regards submarines, /t would be sd- 
visable to defer thelr construction 
Uecause they required a bighly-train- 
€d snd specialized complement. 

The “‘Boadicea” and destroyers 
might be placed on the Atlantic side, 
and the “Bristol cruisers divided 
between the Atlanticland Pacific 
oceans. The number of officers and 
men for this force of eleven ships 
would be 2,194, and the cost of the 
vessels suggested, including repairs 
and maintenance, interest and sink 
ing fund on capital expenditure, and 
Pay, ete., of personnel, at Ganadian 
rates, would not, it was anticipated, 
exceed £600,000 a year. 

If it was decided to limit the plan 
to an expenditure of £400,000 2 year, 
the Admiralty sugested that one 
“Bristol,” the “Boadicea'’ and two 
destroyers should be omitted, in 
Which case only 1,408 officers and 
men would be required. Two “Bris- 
toils’? would then be placed on the 
Pacific, and one “Bristol!” and four 
Gestroyers on the Atlantic coast. 
Pending the completion of the new 
cruisers, which sould be commenced 
ss early as possible, an arrangement 
might be made for the loan by the 
Admiralty of two cruisers of the 
“Apollo! class, so that the training 
of the new naval personnel might be 
proceeded with at once. The vessels 
would be fitted out and maintained 
at the expense of Canada, and tho 
officers and men provided by volun- 
tera from the Royal navy, but paid 
by the Canadian Government. They 
would be Jent until they could be re- 
placed Irom time to time by qualified 
Ganudian officers and men, The Ad- 
tiralty would be willing also to 
Tend certain officers for organizing 
duties and for the instruction of sea- 
men, stokers, etc. 

Arrangements would he made to 
receive Canadian cadets at Osborne 
and Dartmouth, In any considera- 
tion of the question of providing 
new docking facilities the Admiralty 
Suggested that the docks should be 
designed of sufficient size to accom- 
modats the largest ships, whether for 
war or commerce, as apart from the 
mercantile advantage such docks 
Might be sed in case of an emer 
geucy by armored cruisers and bat- 
fleships, Docks of this kind might 
be placed on the Pacific, the Atlantic 
and the Riven St. Lawrence, 

Any uécessary Acts of Parliament 
which would have to be passed should 
be considered 8o asto place the dis- 
cipline and general regulations of the 
naval forces as much on Admiralty 
Ines as possible, Laving due consid 
eration to local requirements, ‘This 
Tegislation should ulso provide fon 
the formation of a navel reserve and 
hayal volunteen force. 

Th order to encourage a good class 
of men to make the naval service 
their profession for life, it nas been 
found advisable in Great Britain to 
provide for pensions, Other details, 
buch as the training of officers and 
ten, organization, discipline, etcs, 
ware discussed, and a general apres- 
ment was arrived at that the wishes 
of the Canadian Government would 
be met as fan as possible.

MURDERED WIFE 
AND TWO BABES 


Charge Upon Which Alex. Mc-! 
Laughlin, of Uxbridge, Has 
Been Lodged in Whitby Jail 


STRYCHNINE ENOUGH TO KILL 3 


Uxbridge, Ont. Noy. 19—Pollow- 
ing the report of Prof. Bilis on the 
contents of ths stomach of Mrs. Mc- 
Laughlin, who was found dead in an 
upper bedroom of ler burning home, 
together with her two children, st 
midnight on Oct. 29th, her husband, 
Archibald McLaughlin, was placed un 
der arrest here this morning of a 
Warrant charging him with murder 
Hyer since the tragedy Uxbridge lins 
been expecting developments, and 
When Inspector Greer stepped off the 
train from Toronto, the news spread 
like wildSre Young McLavgblin was 
found at the railway station, and at 
the Inspector's request, he accom- 
panied him to the Biscombe Ho’ 
Whers he Was placed under arrest 
He was then taken before Mugistrate 
W. Hamilton and formally arraigned. 
He pleaded “not guilty’ and was re- 
manded until Tuesday. Shortly after- 
Wards, securcly handcuffed to Town 
Constable Johnston, he was placed in 
a rig and driven to Whitby jail. 
spector Greer went to Whitby 
the prisoner. 

Hyer since the tragedy McLaughlin 
has conducted bimself in a noncha- 
lant manner, but after his arrest 
day he seemed In g state of collapse 
The crime with which this young man 
Stands accused is, if the Crown's sur 
mise proves trie, of a pariscularly 
revolting character. Shortly alter 12 
ofclock on the night of Oct. 29th a 
number of people returning from 
dance noticed smoke and flames 
emerging {com the house occupied by 
the McLaughlin family When they 
arrived on the scene they saw Mc 
Laughlin wheeling his six-year-old 
daughter, Mona, from the house in a 
Daby carriage. Asked as to where 
his wife and his other two children 
Gordon and Charlie, aged, respective- 
ly, four and two, were, be seemed un-

able and unwilling o tell. The tire 
was in the lower part of the house, 
the chief blaze being under the stsir 
Way near the front room. Walling to 
get any satisfactory answer from Mc- 
Laughlin, several of the neighbors 
dashed into the house, but were re- 
péeatedly “driven back ‘by the dense 
yolume of smoke. 
FOUND BODIES IN ROOM 

‘Alter the firemen could enter the 
house they found in an upstairs 
room Mra. McLaughlin on the bed 
cold in death. Huddled togther in 
each other's arms, the tWo little (boys 
were found dead under the bed. Mrs. 
McLaughlin's hands were folded 
‘across her breast, but her body was 
found to be in a state of great rigid- 
ity. This was particularly remari 
ed upon at the time by Dr. Shier, 
Who helped to carry the remains from 
the house. This is always regarded 
as one of the concomitants of strych- 
nine poisoning, and it is now stated 
that Prof. Bilis’ analysis will dis- 
close that there was enough strych- 
nine in “the unfortunate woman's 
stomach to kill three men. 

‘At the inquest before Coroner Bas- 
com it was brought out that Mc 
Laughlin on his own admissions, 
made to certain men in the town, 
had Leen paying attention to a 
young lady here. It is generally be 
Heved that the girl in question was 
guilty of nothing more than indiscre- 
tion, although on one occasion at 
least she did go out driving with Me 
Laughlin. Ho frequently referred to 
tle lady as his “Little Sweetheart,” 
and said more thon once thst he 
would be « free man before Ghrist- 
mas, besides making equally damng- 
ing statements. It is known here 
that McLaughlin studiously avoided 
his wife, and he furthen made the 
statement that the two younger child- 
ren did not belong to him, although 
this is manifestly a libel on the dead 
Woman, who was an industrious, 
faithful Httle body of a deeply reli- 
gious turn of mind. 

DAMAGING BIT OF BYIDENCE 

Tn the opinion of those who knew 
her best she was not the type of 
women who would commit suicide, 
although ler husband declared that 
sho threatened to do so on several 
occasions. 

McLaughlin at the inquest admit- 
ted that he had purchased strychnine 
and taken it home, put he explained 
that he bad bought it for killing 
rats. Perhaps the most damaging bit 
of evidence against the prisoner 
the statement of his little daughter 
made private to Crown attorney 
Farewell that on the night of the 
tragedy her papa had given her mo 
ther some medicine. The little girl 
is now at the Biscombe House under 
the cure of tho landlord's wife, Mrs. 
Newton. 

McLaughlin seemed yery much ant- 
tached to this child, and they were 
in fact almost inseparable. She asked
